A  Conversation  With  the  Director  of  the  junior  School 

Q.  What  is  the  most  important  tradition  at  Ashbury  College? 

A.   Its  funny.  .1  mean  I  believe  in  the  basics  of  traditions  —  the  ties,  the  uniforms,  things  like  the  prefects  and  monitors. 
However.  I  think  that  the  people  in  the  institutions  like  this  one  have  to  be  very  careful  that  the  traditions  preserved 
continue  to  represent  important  aspects  of  the  institution.  I  think  some  of  our  traditions  help  to  preserve  what 
makes  our  school  different  from  others:  but,  traditions  are  only  important  as  long  as  the  people  involved  with  them 
see  them  as  being  meaningful. 

Q.  Will  Ashbury  be  around  for  another  one  hundred  years?  If  so,  what  changes  do  you  forsee  for  the  school? 

A.  Society  is  always  changing  at  such  a  pace  that  it  makes  it  difficult  to  predict  actual  changes  in  the  school. ..but  yes,  ! 
do  think,  at  least  hope,  that  Ashbury  will  survive. 

Q.  What  do  you  think  has  helped  Ashbury  not  only  last,  but  also  grow  during  the  last  century? 

A.   Hmmm...how  to  avoid  the  Bland?  I  think  its  the  commitment  to  the  original  ideals  of  the  founder  that  has  helped 
the  school  to  last.  Many  surface  aspects  of  school  life  have  changed,  but  I  think  most  of  us  involved  here  still  care 
about  the  same  human  issues  that  people  did  a  hundred  years  ago.

I  am  thinking  of  the  last  time  I  walked  from  Cap-Bon-Ami  to  Grande-Greve  at  Forillon.  Memory 
brings  back  the  sharp,  clean  smell  of  campfire  smoke,  sun-warmed  pines  and  damp  muskeg.

Bernard  was  only  13  years  and  3  months  when  he  died  on  December  23rd. 
Early  in  the  school  year,  he  was  diagnosed  as  having  a  brain  tumor   it  was  in 
such  a  position  that  it  did  not  readily  respond  to  radio-therapy.  On  Monday 
after  exams,  fourteen  of  his  fellow  class-mates  went  to  see  him  to  deliver  a 
Christmas  card  which  they  had  made  out  of  two  bristol  boards.  Although  he 
was  weak,  his  body  stabilized  by  drugs,  he  was  able  to  spend  a  pleasant 
moment  with  his  friends.

Bernard  came  to  Ashbury  as  a  boarder  in  grade  7  and  right  from  the  start 
he  showed  his  good  nature  and  keen  competitive  spirit. 

He  believed  in  always  trying  his  best.  He  came  to  Ashbury  to  learn  English 
and  to  become  bilingual.  He  was  quite  successful  as  the  records  show.  Every 
term  his  average  was  80%  or  better  and  he  made  the  Honour  Board  more 
than  once.  He  had  never  touched  a  brass  instrument  until  last  year,  but  he 
learned  to  play  the  trumpet,  if  music  fell  after  P.E.  or  break,  you  could  count 
on  the  grass  stains,  mud  or  bruises  and  always  on  his  wonderful  smile.  He  was 

a  boy  who  was  gentle,  honest  and  friendly  and  who  possessed  a  conscience  which  allowed  him  to  present  only  his 

best  work. 

Pour  Bernard,  c  etat  toujours  avec  le  meme  enthousiasme  communicatifs  qu'il  participait  a  tous  les  aspects  de  la  vie 
du  college,  lusqua  sa  demiere  heure,  il  a  su  transmettre  a  sa  famille,  a  ses  amis  et  a  ceux  qui  lui  ont  rendu  visite,  un 
sentiment  de  profonde  bien-etre  tout  en  restant  fidele  a  lui-meme  et  a  son  attachante  personnalite.  C'est  ainsi  que  nous 
avons  connu  Bernard  et  cest  de  cette  fagon  que  nous  nous  souviendrons  de  lui. 

Even  in  his  dying  he  gave  his  visitors,  his  family  and  his  friends  a  sense  of  their  well-being...  of  his  own  worth.  And 
this  was  typically  Bernard  in  his  living  and  will  therefore  be  typical  of  our  memory  of  him.

Asbury  athletes  made  Ottawa  high  school  tennis  history  as  they  captured  the  Pure  Spring  grand  aggregate  trophy,  snapping  a 
20-year  Lisgar  donnination.  "It  was  a  true  team  victory."  observed  loquacious  co-captain  Chris  Mercer  as  he  admired  the  trophy. 
"We  re  one  big  happy  family  and  we've  worked  hard  to  achieve  this  goal." 

The  Rockcliffe  school  amassed  4 1  points  to  finish  well  ahead  of  Nepean  and  defending  champion  Lisgar.  which  had  held  the  trophy 
since  it  was  first  donated  in  1970.

Along  the  way  the  team  provided  some  exciting  football,  including;  our  first  game  of  the  season,  a  1-0  squeaker  over  Colonel  By:  a 
most  satisfying  17-8  win  over  TCS  from  Port  Hope  (remember  the  infamous   'If  the  game  gets  out  of  hand  III  play  my  second 
string'!:  and  the  come-from-behind  victory  over  Charlebois  in  the  championship  game. 

Camp  opened  in  early  September  with  50  players  attending.  Of  this  number,  1 6  had  played  with  the  team  last  season:  they 
provided  a  strong  core  upon  which  to  build.  Notable  additions  to  the  team  were  Andy  Cole,  Hugh  Bell,  and  Derrick  Cripps  (all  well- 
known  in  other  Ashbury  sports,  but  new  to  football)  and  two  students  new  to  Ashbury,  Andrew  Woodford  and  Michael  Maher,  Of 
the  original  50,  36  boys  stayed  throughout  the  season,  including  the  following  members  of  a  very  loyal  taxi  squad:  Matt  Bums,  |eff 
Daugherty,  Sean  Desjardins,  Aleks  Hagemen.

The  offense,  designed  by  coach  Guarisco  was,  if  nothing  else,  complex.  With  87  plays  from  which  to  choose,  Andy  Nichols  could 
exploit  opposing  defenses  either  through  the  air  or  along  the  ground.

In  looking  through  the  files  last  week  I  came  across  some  most  interesting 
correspondence,  dated  )une  3rd,  1954.  It  was  a  letter  from  the  Headmaster, 
Ronald  Perry,  to  a  Board  [\4ember.  Colonel  Roger  Rowley,  who  was  living  in 
England.  It  went  like  this...  "If  you  think  there  is  any  possibility  of  finding  a 
good  man  with  Physical  Education  and  Cadet  background  we  would  be 
prepared  to  start  him  at  $2,000  plus  fare  to  Canada  —  to  start  1st  September. 

There  was  a  reply,  20th  luly  1954. 

"...  I  am  interviewing  a  potential  candidate,  Mr.  R.|.  Anderson,  on  Saturday 
morning...  I  think  I  ought  to  remind  you  that  all  these  P.T.  instructors  have  a 
long  background  of  military  life  in  the  British  Forces.  Their  duties  require  them 
to  be  austere  and  to  demand  a  high  standard  of  discipline  from  those  under 
instruction.  Within  these  limitations,  however,  they  should  possess  a  normal 
personality". 

The  next  cable  went  like  this: 

"Interviewed  R.|.  Anderson,  single.  25.  highly  qualified  graduate  of  Army  PT 
Corps  with  six  years  service,  of  good  character". 

So  the  story  of  thirty-seven  years  of  dedication  and  splendid  contribution  to 
Ashbury  began. 

Yes.  Ray  was  a  firm  disciplinarian,  well  schooled  in  dealing  with  young 
people  and  he  had  high  expectations  of  his  students.  Ray  Anderson  held  his 
views  strongly  and  was  not  at  all  shy  in  expressing  them  forcefully.  However, 
in  spite  of  his  tough  and.  at  times,  unyielding  exterior,  Ray  Anderson  has  a 
real  soft  spot  in  his  heart  for  Ashbury  students.  A  superb  memory,  even  now. 
enables  him  to  recognize,  almost  instantly,  students  of  years  gone  by.  His 
students  respect  him  and  admire  him  and  even  today,  our  younger  gym 
teachers  marvel  at  his  personal  fitness  and  his  skills  in  gymnastics  which  are  the  envy  of  younger  colleagues.  By  the 
way.  he  does  have  a  normal  personality,  in  fact,  as  you  come  to  know  him.  it  is  a  warm  and  generous  personality  with 
perhaps  a  rather  direct  way  of  going  about  things.  With  Ray  Anderson  things  are  up  front  and  straightforward. 

Ray  has  carried  out  all  sorts  of  tasks  which  fall  loosely  into  the  job  description  of  Athletic  Director.  He  has  coached 
all  sort:s  of  sports,  even  some  about  which  he  really  knew  very  little,  he  drives  buses,  he  marks  fields  and  has  organized 
countless  track  and  field  events  and  sports  fixtures  of  every  kind.  His  organisational  skills  and  careful  administration 
have  been  of  enormous  benefit  to  the  school  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Ray  is  fondly  remembered  and  admired  by 
countless  alumni  who  have  passed  through  the  school.  I  have  found  him  to  be  a  loyal  and  highly  committed  member 
of  staff  with  a  strong  personal  commitment  to  Ashbury.  He  has  been  a  splendid  Residence  Housemaster,  with  a  keen 
sense  of  personal  devotion  to  those  students  under  his  care. 

Today,  after  thirty-seven  years,  Ray  Anderson  is  retiring  from  the  faculty.  In  September,  he  will  take  on  some 
administrative  responsibilities  and  ease  into  retirement.  I  am  sure  that  Ray's  connection  with  Ashbury  will  still  have 
many  years  left  in  it.  Later  in  the  year,  the  school  will  pay  more  formal  tribute  to  Ray  and  his  wife,  Eve.  for  their 
wonderful  contribution  to  this  school.  It  would  be  remiss  of  me.  today,  if  we  did  not  stop  and  pay  tribute  to  this 
wonderful  servant  of  Ashbury  College  who  has  made  a  marvellous  contribution  to  the  school  over  a  period  of  thirty- 
seven  years.
